I—The Commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native craft, 
arriving from Bombay, shall, before entering the harbour, indioate by signal 
the port from which such vessel has come. 

T1.—Such Commander shall not, except as hercinafter provided, allow any communi- 
cation, either with the pilot t, except orally, or with the shore, or with 
any other vessel or boat in the harbour. 

I1].—Immediately on arrival, the Commander shall cause the letter B of the Com- 
mercial Signal Uode to be hoisted, and shall the said flag Byi 
during his stay in port, or until authorised by the Health Officer So haat 
it down. If communication with the shore is net desired, the vasgel shall 
anchor at such place as may be pointed out by the Port authorities, having 
regard to the season of the year. If communication with the shore is: 
desired, the Health Officer shall go alongside the vesscl, and, after all 
necessary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel tothe 
quarantine auchorage duly appointed. and notified in. that behalf hy the 
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Resident, there to remain fora period of seven days from the date of 
arrival, or for the shorter period prescribed in Rule IV, and undergo dis- 
infection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, effects, aud 
suspectible goods, 

IV.—If the Health Officer of the Port has sufficient evidence that no casce of a sus- 
picious nature*have taken place on board during the voyage, and if tho 
vessel is besides in good hygienic condition, fhe duration of the quarautine 
will be diminished according to the fullowing scale :— 


After cight days of voyage ... six days of quarantine. 





Do. nine ditto five ditto. 
Do. ten ditto four ditto. 
Do. eleven ditto three ditto. 
Do. twelve ditto two ditto. 





Do. thirteen ditto and upwards ,., twenty-four hours of quarantine. 
V.—IE during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage afores®id, any case 
or cases of cholera ghould occur on board, the said vessel shall remain iu 
quarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the last case occurring 

and be subject to all the prohibitions provided for in Rule III. 

VIL—When any vessel has been placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the Health Officer 
may direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as may not 
be euffering from illness, and whose services may not be required on board 
the veseel, to sach particular spots as may from time to time be selected by 
the Resident as placcs of quarantine, there to remain fora period of seven 
days. x a case of cholera occurs arnong such passengers and crew during 
any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine for a period of 
fifteen days from the date’ of the occurrence of the last case of such illness. 

‘VIL—Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be 
Janded uuder such precautions as the Health Officer may deem unecessary to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 

» VIIE—It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all vessels 
in quarantice of such supplies of provisions, stores and other articles ay may 
be required by those on board. Such supplies will be placed on the boats 
of the vessels in quarantine to be subsequently removed by members of their 
crews. 

1X.—All vessels arriving at Aden and Perim, which may have communicated with 
vosscla coming from Bombay, shall Le subjected to the same guarautine 
as vessels arriving at Aden and Perim from that Port. 

X.—All vessels which have undergone quarantine in the manner above prescribed 
should have the fact clearly stated on their Bills of Health.

1. The testatrices of this bequest, Miss Sarah Bruce and Miss Mary Aun 
Bruce, were the daughters of Mr. Alexander Bruce, who was for many years 
engaged as an indigo planter in India. After makings fortune in this country, 
he returned to England with his two daughters, at that time of a tender 
and took up his residence in London. In 1827 Mx. Bruce died, and left hi 
two daughters all his fortune. ‘They had only one .near relation, a Colonel 
Brace, who was their first cousin, and who is reported to have beet a Waterloo 
vetcran, and to have fought with Wellington throughout the Peninsular war. 

2. The elder sister, Miss Sarah Bruce; actuated, it may be l prvge rs bys 
knowledge of the lamentable condition of. the poorer classes of. the do ed 
Christian community in and about Calcutta, was desirous of Jeaving: ‘the, bglk 
of her property for the purpose of founding en institution in Calentts for the. 
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maintenenoo and education -of Eurasian femule children. She persuaded her 
sister to follow her example, and they finally executed wills by which 
‘they dedicated the greater portion of their joint fortunes to that object. 
Tho trusts created under theso wills directed that the bequests should be 
applied “for or towards the foundation and endowment of any institution at 
Calcutta or at any place within 50 miles thereof for the education and niain- 
tenence of half-caste or Hurasian female children, whethor levitimate or other- 
wise, and in particular orphans or those deserted by their parents, such child- 
ren to be admitted only between the ages of 5 and 10 years, and to be main- 
tained until they can be provided for in some respectable und uscful station 
in life. 

3. The elder sister died in 1878, and the younger in 1550. The sums 
received under Miss Surah Bruce’s will, after deducting legal expenses, amount 
to £28,766-11-6, and further securities valucd at £22,000 will be added to the 
bequest. on the death of two Jegatees mentioned in her will; the amount 
received under Miss Mary Ann Bruce's will is about £17.000, ‘The ultimate 
value of the joint bequest may therefore be estimated at nearly ten lakhs of 
rupeos. : 

4. It appears that as early as the year 1826, the Seeretary of State for 
India had received communicutions from the Misses Bruec, intimating their 
intention of founding this Indian charity. In 1881, however, after the death 
of the testatrices, the Government of India, at the instance of the Seeretary 
of State, requosted the Government of Bengul to prepare a scheme for the 
administration of the legacy. On the recommendatiou of the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bengal, the subject was referred to the Committee appointed 
to consider the question of European and Eurasian education in India. The 
Director of Public lustruction, as President of the Committee, in his report ou 
the subject pointed out that a serious difficulty presented itself at the outset 
in the moaning to be attached to the term ‘institution’ Was it necessary to 
build and maintain a separate home and school; or would it be suflivient if’ the 
girls to be benefited by the trust were placed in one or more existing institutions 
having similar objects 2? A further und more serieus difficulty presented itself 
in the absence of any reference to religious distinetions. ‘She wills made 
poverty and necessity the sele grounds for admission t+ the benefits of the 
trust; but the Director proceeded to say, im reference to the claim of the 
Roman Catholic Charch to control even the secular education of children of that 
communion, that © if religious distinctions are iguored, the ne ry result 
will be tocdeprive tHe mujority of the class fur whom the trust was devised 
from any share in its benefits.” “‘Itis only by recognising relizious distinctions 
that the benefits of the trust can be extended to all denominations of the 
Eurasian community.” 

5. This was also the view which commended itself to the Governments 
of India and Bengal. On the receipt of the Committee's report, however, the 
Government of Bengal, in consultation with the law officers of Government, 
finally resolved to have a.scheme for the administration of the trust prepared 
under the direction of the High Court of Calcutta i accordingly 
instituted (the Advocate-Goneral of Bengal revsus the 8 -cret: of State for 
India in Council) “fr the construction of the wills of Miss Sarah Brace and 
Misa Mary Ann Bruce, deceased, as to the charitable tru-ts therein mentioned, 
and to have a schemo framed for administering the said trusts, ke.” By ua 
decree of the Hon'ble High Court, dated tho 26th August 1856, a scheme for 
the admivistrution of the Brace Legacy bund was adoptod, and provision was 
mado for the ostuilisimme:t and management of the Lustitution on an un- 
denominational basis = Le Costs incurred in this suit, on both sides, amounted 
toa sum slightly above Rs 6,000, : 

, @.. Under this decree it -was declared that “an institution shall be estab- 
Tished for the ose of carrying out tho trusts for the benefit of halfeaste cr 
Enrasion fouiale children, contained in the wills of Miss Svrah Brace and M 
Mery Ann Bruce, and of sdministering the funds provided for that purpose. 
The ‘Institution. shall be called-the Bruce Institution,” and “ shall be under the 
ent:of twelve vovernors..,. The Govornors shall provide an office 

tta at ‘whieh; .. . the business of tho Institution shall be carried on 
‘The girle'to reccive the benefits of the Institution shall be elected by tho 
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Governors ....- Each girl who has been elected shall be oducatod and main- 
tained by the Governors at such suitable boarding school as they may from 
time to time select. lu seleeting from time to time the school at which the 
girls shall be educated and maintained, the Governors shall take into account 

... the religious denomination of tho school and all other circumstances 
which they may deem material,” By the interprotation thus given to the 
terin ‘institution,’ the religious difficulty altogether disappeared.

7. Coutrol-—Under the scheme the management of the Institution is vested 
ina representative body of twelve Ciovernors, five ex-efficia and seven others, 
nominated in the first instance by the High Court for a term of three years, 
and thereafter to be appointed by the Local Government. The ex-ofiei» Gover- 
nors are the TLomble the Chief Justice of Bengal, the Bishop of Calcutta, the 
Inspector-Genoral of Civil Hospitals in Bengal, the Chairman of the Calcutta 
Municipality, and the Director of Public Instruction. The Governors have the 
entire control of the Institution and of its income, subject in certain cases to the 
approval and confirmation of the Local Government. ‘The first mecting of the 
Governors was held ou the Ist December 1886, at which Sir Alfred Croft, Director 
of Public Instruction, was asked, and consented, to aceept the appointment of 
Honora Seeretary fo the Institution under rule and it w ereed that 
with his consent the offiee of the Director of Public Instruction in| Writers’ 
Buildings should. for the present, be the oflice at which, in conformity with 
rule 2H, the meetings of the Governors should take place, and the business of 
the Institution be carried on, Mr. Wilmot C. Dover was appointed under rule 
v3, and placed in charge of the office. 

8. During the venr 1887 there were two changes:in the Board of Gover- 
ners: the Govemment of Bengal under rule l appointed the Ven‘ble 
F.R. Michell, Officiating Archdeacon of Calcutta, to be a Governor of the 
Institution, ve the Ven ble Archdeacon Atiey, retired ; aud the Reverend G. W. 
Manson, Gfliciating Senior Chaplain of the Chureh of Scotland, to be a Governor, 
rice the Reverend G. G. Gillan, om furlough. Myr. C. HL. Tawney, while ofticiat. 
ing for the Dircetor of Public Instruction, acted as Honorary Seerctary to the 
Institution for a period of four months, from May to September 1887, during 
Sir Alfred Croft's absonee on deputation. 

9. Capital and Jucome.—Vhe capital funds of the Institution, invested 
in Government urities and in the hands of the Secretary of State, 
amount to Rs. 3,900; a further mvestment of Rs. 12,000 was mado 
by tre Governors out of the aecumulations of interest in May 1887, making 
in alla total of six-and-a-half Jakhs in round numbers—a sum nearly equal 
to tne aggregate capital of the trust funds, about 4hirty-six im number, 
administered by the District Charitable Society of Calcutta. ‘The cash 
balance of the fund, amounting to Rs. 13,266-3-5, was made over to the 
Governors and placed to the eredit of an account current, opened in the name 
of the Institution in the Bank of Bengal. The annual income of the Insti- 
tution amouvts to. nearly Rs. 26,000, and is applied solely to the objects 
specified in rules 8 and 20 of the scheme of management. The accounts were 
closed up to the 81st December 1887, and were audited by, the Examiner of 
Local Accounts; the report of the auditor, together with a copy of the 
accounts, was forwarded to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal 
under rule 28, 

10, Elections.—The preliminary election was hold in the month of Febru- 
ary, an the first annnal election in August 1487. The opinion expressed 
the Director of Public Instruction, in his repott abovementioned, that “the 
Eurasian poor are more than sufficient to fill many times over the Bruce 
Institution,” and that there would “be no want of candidates.........who fulfil, 
im every respect of poverty and destitution, all the conditions required by the 
trust,” was fully borne out by subsequent fucts. For the preliminary eleotion, 
applications for admission were received on behalf of 221 girls,‘ and. at the 
election held’ in August 1887, about 80 applications were received for the ten 
vacancies that were notified. At the preliminary lection, it-was.held by 
the Governors that all children who had attained the age of ten years not'earlier 
than the month of Aagust 1886, the time fixed for the annual eleetion,' should be 
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considered eligible ; and oxcept in the case of children who had lost both parents, 
preforenco was given to those who were approaching the higher limit of age, 
and to those who were membors of large families. Un the report of a Sub- 
committeo appointed to consider the applications for admission, 69 children 
were clected to the benefits of the Institution at the preliminary clection ; at 
the clection in August, 10 others were added to the number ; making in alla 
total of 7) girls, who are being educated and maintained at the cost of the 
Institution.» Vhe following ‘statements cxhibit particulars as to the class and

These results were considered by the Governors to be sutisiactory. 

14.0 Insyertion.—The Governors, howev6ér, reserve to themselves full 
powers of inspection and supervision over all matters affecting the health and 
comfort of the girls ; and for this purpose they appoint one of thoir number 
to be a yisiting Governor for six months, whose duty it is to'yisit each school 
within that term, and to report upon them at its expiration. Favourable re- 
ports have generally been made of the girls in regard to conduct, application” 
and attendance. They have yenorally enjoy good hea:th, with tho, sings 
exception of a girl, named Hilda Pereira, whe was admitted to the Eutally 
Convent in March 1887, Lt was remarked by the Convent authorities that the 
child was ailing at the time of her admission. On the 27th July she was removed 
by her mother to the Calcutta Medical College Hospital, where, about a fort 
night later, she died.

tenance of each girl on the foundation was the same as in the previous year, 
namely, Rs. 16 ‘The amount paid for education and maintenance during the 
year was Ks. 1 2, or Ks. 4,087 above that of the preceding year. 

5. Examinativns,—'The results of the armual examination of the founda- 
tioners for the school year 1857-58, as obtained from the Inspector of European 
Schools, are shown in the following table. In the infant classes were 27 girls 
who were exempted from examination; and two girls in the Pratt Memorial 
School, were not examined. 
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6.  Tuspection.—Mr. W. H. Ryland was appointed visiting Governor for 
the first, and the Reverend G. W. Manson for the second half-year, the Ven’ble 
Archdeacon Michell taking up the work of visitation during the absence of the 
Reverend G. W. Manson, on leave, A favourable report has been generally 
given hy tho school authoritios of the conduct, application, aud attendance of the 
girls on the foundation, the only exception being that of a very young girl in 
the Caleutta Free School, who was accused of stealing. 

Mr. Ryland in his report states that a spacious dormitory has lately beon 
added to the building of the Loretto Convent, Entally, which has in this 
respect an advantage over some cf the other institutions, but that in the 
provision made for the health, comfort, care, and cleanliness of the girls, 
nothing scems wanting in any of tho schools to which girls on the foundation 
have been admitted.

shallow bank bitherto shown on the charts in that direction.
